Thi^  difficulty  is 
oven'oino  hy  having  onelialf  of  the  aiea  used  for  glass  changed  oxer 
and  usetl  for  cotton.  <»n  liii;;  t  sunny  days  the  ciiitains  are  open 
ed  an<l  sunshine  floods  the  lioiise,  hut  at  the  same  time  there  is  a 
constant  interchange  of  fiesh  air  anu  warm  inside  aii  going  on.  tlin< 
keeping  the  house  at  a  unlfnini  temperatuie  While  we  advocate  fie-h 
air.  it  nnist  he  borne  in  mind  that  the  hens  nsust  be  fairly  cornfoit- 
able  at  niglit.  During  the  <lay  the  hens  move  a'>ont  and  .-ciatcli.  where- 
as at  night  they  sit  still.  Ibnee  some  n  'an<  iiin~t  be  adopted  to  ha\c 
the  roosting  <iuartei>  cumfin  table.  My  n^iiig  the  cnitain  front  anil  the 
dr<»p  curtain,  wrcaii  rjiaintain  a  faiiiy  unifdini  tempeiatuie  tlimnghout 
the  twenty  foui-  iioui'  day.  and  the  bad  el'fcct^  \\liicli  would  result  from 
e.xtienie  variation*^  in  temperature  are  avoided. 

In  building  a  fie-li  air  poultry  Iniu-e.  a  solid  partition  should  be 
placed  every  twenty  or  twenty-five  feet  to  bieak  any  draughts  that 
might  occur,  when  curtains  are  opeti  at  both  ends  of  the  build- 
ing. The  house  shown  in  tli<>  photograph  has  seven  pens  each  ei^dit  feet 
•Hide  and  also  has  two  solid  partitions  made  of  high  grade  fa<'tory  cotton, 
BUfficiently  strong  to  break  draughts. 

The  nests  are  placed  inniiediately  below  the  platform  and  are  oidy 
twelve  inches  high.  The  hens  gain  entrance  to  the  nests  from  the  rear 
ttuis  giving  the  desiied  dark  nests,  which  prevent  hens  from  eating  their 
eggs.  There  is  a  door  opei\inff  into  the  nests  fiom  the  front,  which  per- 
mits of  gathering  the  f'ggs  iiuite  easily.  The  ilrinking  pans,  feed  hoppers 
and  grit  an<l  oyster  slnll  bo.xes  are  all  placid  along  the  wall  so  as  to  allow 
all  the  floor  space  to  be  used  foi-  scratching  purpose>i.  The  ilust  bo.xew 
are  the  oidy  aiijilianccs  iilaced  on  the  flooi-,  and  if  an  earth  fU)oi'  is  useii 
there  will  be  no  need  tor  a  dust  bo.\.  The  real  valiu"  of  an  alley  way  in 
a  jioultry  house  is  <|Uestlonable  uidess  for  experimental  purposes  and 
exhibi:ion  stock.  On  the  tarm  it  is  simply  an  exiiensive  item  in  poid- 
try  house  construction  from  wliieh  no  iietual  ri'turns  will  be  derived. 
The  roosts  should  always  lie  j)laci'd  at  the  back  of  the  building,  where 
the  space  is  of  the  least  value  for  scratching  pui  poses  If  they  aie  placed 
towards  the  south  side  or  crosswise  in  the  building,  they  will  obstruct 
the  sunshine  and  also  be  more  or  less  inconveiu'ent. 

These  U'W  suggestions  on  poultry  house  consti  netion.  along  with  the 
description  of  what  we  call  our  fresh  air  jionltry  house,  should  enable 
.some  of  our  Western  farmers  to  improve  their  poultry  houses.  In 
addition  we  hope  it  will  also  give  some  idea  of  how  to  build  a  poultry 
honse  that  will  answer  practically  all  leiiniicini  nts  of  a  gooil  serviceable 
house  specially  atlapteil  for  Western  farm  contlitions.

BREEDING  FOR  EGG  PRODUCTION 

In  breeding  for  egg  i)roduetion  the  record  of  i)crfuniia:ice  is  tlie  only 
safe  and  sure  rule  to  go  by.  There  is  no  recognized  or  fi.xed  egg  type  to 
form  the  standard  to  go  by  in  selecting  heavy  laying  hen.s.  Individual 
records  are  the  only  sure  guides  In  the  shorter  backed  breeds  like  the 
Wyandottes.  it  has  been  found  that  as  a  i  ule  the  females  which  are  some- 
what longer  in  the  back  than  what  the  standard  calls  for,  have  proven  the 
best  layers,  but  even  this  method  of  selecting  hens  has  not  always  held 
good.  In  order  to  determine  the  heavy  layers,  the  trap  nest  must  be  used. 
Contrary  to  the  common  idea,  such  a  nest  is  not  made  to  stop  hens  from

duction. 

In  special  breeding  f.  i  inij.rovcnient  in  vuK  production,  sonic 
reci.rd  of  performance  mii-t  be  avallablf.  It  is  Kcncrally  supposed  that 
like  produces  like,  and  therefore  tiie  heavy  layinjr  hens  would  in  turn 
pn.duce  heavy  layinp  pullets.  Such  birds  must  have  sufficient  sub- 
xtanee,  vigor  and  constitution  com>)ined  with  producing  and  reproducing 
powers  to  be  able  to  transmit  them  to  their  oflsitring.  Various  experiment- 
al statior..s  have  shown  that  heavy  egg  production  is  transmitted  through 
the  male  bird  rather  than  throngli  the  female.  Such  being  the  ca.se  it  is 
a  good  practice  for  Uie  ordinary  farmer  to  purcha.se  a  bred-to-lay  cockerel 
and  iiate  to  a  dozen  or  so  of  the  hi^rhest  and  best  laying  hens.  This  is 
probably  the  quickest  and  best  way  to  breed  for  improvement  in  egg 
productio.i. 

The  length  of  time  re(iuired  to  get  fertile  eggs  after  a  flock  has  be«ri 
mated  Hill  usually  be  from  three  to  ten  days.  On  the  third  day  some 
efcfc's  are  liable  to  be  fertile,  aftc-  which  it  will  gradually  increas-!  until 
the  highest  point  is  reached.  "Weather  conditions  will,  of  course,  influ- 
ence fertility,  but  generally  by  the  tenth  day  the  average  will  have  been 
reached- 
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CARE  AND  MANAGEMENT  OF  POULTRY 

The  care  and  management  of  hens,  both  in  laying  and  breeding 
condition,  is  very  much  the  same,  especially  on  tlie  farm.  What  applies 
to  one  ajijtlics  to  the  other.  Care  should  be  taken  not  to  overfeed  nor 
yet  to  underfeed.  Ab.solnte  cleaiiliness  must  be  observed  in  all  details. 
Poultry  hou.ses  should  be  cleaned  out  at  least  once  a  year,  and  also  given 
a  thorougli  whitewashing  with  hot  whitewash,  having  a  five  per  cent, 
solution  of  crude  carbolic  acid  added.  Apjily  this  hot.  Clean  out  all 
loose  litter  and  other  material.  I'ut  in  a  fresh  supply  of  sand  or  gravel 
if  you  are  using  earth  floors.  At  all  times  of  the  year  an  abundance 
of  air-slaked  lime  should  be  sprinkled  in  the  house,  and  during  the 
summer  time  around  the  jioultry  house  also,  as  it  helps  to  keep  the  plaee 
sweet  and  clean,  thus  jireventing  di.sea.se.  During  tlie  suiiuner  time  the 
roosts  and  nests  should  l)C  si)rayed  with  some  good  li(|uid  louse  killer, 
or  a  solution  of  two  j)arts  of  Kerosene  to  one  of  carbolic  acid.  This  will 
be  found  very  effective  in  keeping  down  the  lice.  Provide  a  dust  bath 
made  of  e.nirl  jtarts  of  sand,  lime  and  ashes.

J5e  sure  the  thernionieter  is  eorieet  i<y  first  testitifr  it  alonp  side  an 
aeeurate  instrument.  Tiie  way  to  te^t  an  incubator  thernionieter  is  to 
take  an  ordinary  tliernionieter.  t'laduated  sufficiently  wide  t(»  Ket  tlie 
freeziii};  and  tUv  hoilinj.'  puints.  and  jilace  it  in  a  pan  of  snow,  heiiif,' 
careful  to  have  the  snow  packed  close  around  the  l)ulh.  Wlien  placed  in 
the  snow  in  this  way  it  should  r(ri>-ter  exactly  :;j  defrrees.  or  frcezinj.'. 
Afterwards  place  this  thernioineter  and  the  incuhatoi'  thernionieter  ir» 
warm  water,  ahout  ;i,s  to  IKi  dcf:  eev  Then  compare  the  two  and  note  if 
they  refiister  the  .sjnne.  If  they  do  not  record  the  same,  make  your  de- 
duction.s  acc(»rdinf.'ly.  and  tli.'ii  place  the  incuhatcr  thermometer  back  to 
the  machine.  A  Kood  many  pour  hatches  in  incubators  are  due  to  inac- 
curate thermometers,  which  may  mean  ovei heating  or  eNe  not  suffieie:  t 
heat 

There  are  three  different  kinds  of  thermometers  in  coiiniion  use— tlie 
hang  up  thermometer,  the  contact  and  the  ej;};  thermometer. 

The  last  named  is  endowed  in  a  celluloid  egp  and  registers  the  tepe-a- 
ture  inside  the  egg  which  should   he  1(M1'_.  to  KH'j  degrees. 

The  contact  thermometer  i.s  placed  among  the  ef.'ps  ^o  that  it  will  nut 
touch  any,  and  it  should  register  W,  dejrrees.  Considerable  difficulty 
will  he  experienced  if  the  bulb  ,iappens  to  touch  an  infertile  egg  because 
it  uill  tlien  register  a  few  degrees  lower  than  the  real  temperature;  so  be 
careful  not  to  have  it  touching  any  eggs  at  all  until  after  the  first  test. 

'J'he  hangup  thennometer  is  geneially  placed  an  inch  or  so  higher 
than  the  egg.s.  and  the  machine  is  usually  run  at  about  Hi'!  or  10.5  degrees, 
depending  on  tlie  location  of  the  instrument. 

Of  the  three  thermometers  the  inovo"  or  egg  thermometer  is  probal)- 
]y  the  best,  as  there  is  no  danger  whatever  of  having  it  misplaced,  or  in- 
fllieiiced  in  any  way  by  coming  in  contact  with  the  eggs. 

After  the  machine  is  brought  up  to  the  proper  temperature,  the  hmt 
regulator  should  be  adjusted  prop.ily,  and  the  eggs  i)laced  in  the  mach- 
ine, it  will  take  about  twenty-four  lioiirs  to  bring  the  temperature  back 
again  to  where  it  was  previous  to  placing  in  the  eggs.  The  tlierniostat 
adjustments  should  be  so  made  that  the  regulator  will  lise  immediately 
the  heat  g(»es  higher  than  it  is  sujipcised  to  lie.  In  iilncing  the  eggsi  on 
the  tiay,  have  them  all  lying  on  tiie  si<le  in  their  natuial  position  :is 
much  as  possible,  and  do  not  crowil  the  tra.v 

The  eggs  will  rei(uire  no  turning  for  the  fii>.t  thirty-six  or  forty-eight 
hours,  and  after  that  they  should  be  turned  regularly  twicn  a  day  until 
hatching  time.  Hut  V4'ry  little  vei^tilation  will  be  required  the  first 
nine  day*,  and  no  cooling  whatevi   will  be  neces.sary,  e.xeept  what  they

These  f  c'le 
most  active  agents  in  hastening  decomposition  and  if  we  market  our 
dressed  poultry  product  in  such  a  manner  as  to  exclude  these,  we  have 
taken  a  decided  step  towards  a  bett.'r  cla.ss  of  table  poultry. 

There  is  a  larger  percentage  of  disea.sed  poultry  coming  on  our 
iiiarkets  every  year,  and  under  our  present  system  of  marketing,  there 
is  very  little  hope  of  ever  improving  these  conditions  We  must  adopt 
some  definite  plan  and  uniform  standard  in  preparing  and  marketing 
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I'iirrn  Ponlln/.

Broody  hens  sitting  on  a  few 
egi^s  left  III  the  iiots  over  iiisht  is  usually  the  reason  for  this  cla.ss  of 
■CKgs,  The  {reria  in  an  egi?  will  coninieiiee  to  riow  he  teniperature  ia 
brought  uj>  to  !«j  degrees  for  a  time.  !hus  causing  „>ated  eggs.    Keep 

the  eggs  at  a  teniperature  of  about  i:.  degrees  until  they  are  marketed 
An  egg  gets  mouldy  by  beitig  placed  in  mouldy  or  dirty  fillers  or  rases, 
and  allowed  to  be  in  these  for  some  time.  The  moulds  on  the  filler  enter 
tiie  j.ores  in  the  shell  and  then  grow  rapidly  and  spoil  the  entire 
<"«!.'.  A  blood  spot  is  caused  by  inflamation  of  the  oviduet  or  .some 
other  injury  to  the  egg.produeing  organs.  The  <'auses  of  the  other 
kin. Is  of  eggs  mentioned  are  variou.s,  an(!  are  al.so  .self  evident  to  every- 
body. 

All  eggs  should  be  eandled  before  sending  them  to  the  market.  This 
process  lequires  very  little  skill  and  cakes  but  very  little  time.  An 
or.linary  egg  tester  used  in  incubator  work  can  be  us,.d  to  candle  the 
eggs.  Simply  jilace  it  on  a  lamp  and  eaiulie  the  eggs  in  a  dark  room- 
An  egg  tester  may  be  made  by  taking  a  small  box.  put  a  lamp  inside  of

it  and  cutting  a  hole  in  the  top  to  let  out  the  heat  and  fumes.  Next  cut  a 
hole  tlie  .M;;e  of  an  egg  in  the  side  of  the  box.  Place  a  small  bottle  con- 
taining water  on  the  inside  of  this  h(.le  to  act  as  a  reflector,  and  akso 
to  luevent  the  heat  from  striking  the  egg.  If  desired,  a  strong  reflector 
ca:,  be  pla^'cd  back  <.f  the  lamp  which  rill  make  a  strontrer  liL'lit  and 
make  candling  a  good  deal  easier.

PARASITU. 

Tlipre  aie  numerous  parasites  which  infest  poultry,  but  only  a  few 

of  the  mo5t  inipouanl  or.is  will  he  int-iitinned  here.  There  are  thice 
.'Jistiiift  landf.  1.1  hfc:  the  licad  louse  on  llttie  chick.H,  the  body  louse  on 
all  fowN,  anu  tJ.r  red  inilcs.  -.vlii.h  live  on  poultry  only  duiir,^  the  nijiht 
Little  .hicks  ...  liirkcys  having  the  head  lice  should  have  a  Jroi.  or  t«o 
of  melted  lar-J  put  on  their  heads,  and  undu-  their  iuga.  A  rew  drona 
of  any  oii  wr:i  al.so  lid  Ihtm  of  the  parasita. 

A  good  dust  bath  made  of  sand,  ashes,  and  Unie  will  generally  keep 
the  fowls  pretty  well  free  f.ani  lice,  (f,  how  ever,  thi;i  d(,c3  not  answer 
t/.o  purro.se,  the  birds  should  be  thoroughly  du:5lod  with  Boiua  reliable 
Inset' i    1  owder. 

The  red  mites  are  always  the  most  serious  vcruiiu  in  a  poultry  house. 
But  very  little  trouble  is  experience*'  with  them  in  the  winter  tlnse,  l,ut 
durlns  tliP  .summer,  when  the  war  weather  is  on.  they  may  literally 
cover  the  jicnhei  and  nests  of  so  poultry  hou.'^e.s.  It  i.s,  however 
a  romparatlvJy  ea.sy  nmLUr  to  kce  lowi;  lhe>e  \\li\t  .i..,r<'t8.  Th«lr 
brerdiiig  plaec  !;«  in  er.nf-ks  or  rrcvi,  around  the  roosta  and  nests.  By 
aloiply  spiayioK  the  roosts  and  nests  once  a  month  with  kerosene  liavin* 
five  per  cent,  of  carbolic  acid  in  it.  the  mites  can  easily  be  killed  Some 
other  oil  that  will  pass  freely  through  a  sprayer  will  also  answer  the 
purpose  Add  a  similar  ao.ouni  ot  carbolic  acid  and  spray  the  roosts 
thoroughly,  being  careful  to  get  the  lower  side  and  all  cracks  well  sprayed. 
Broody  hens,  if  allowed  to  ait  on  the  nests  for  any  length  of  time,  will 
hatch  out  myriads  of  these  mltea  in  a  comparatively  short  time.  Clcanll- 
ncss,  thorough  spraying,  and  breaking  up  the  broody  hens,  will  Veep  th« 
ben  bouM  free  frona  Itie. 
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
